titled to more than $50 in adjusted 
service credit olid paid up 20 year en- 
dowment Insurance policies to other*. 
The Insurance policies will not bo Is- 
nued before next Jan. 1. while tho cash 
payments fall due'aftor next March 1. 


President Coolldgc's veto was over- 


ridden yesterday by the senate, 50 to 
26. after ono of his biggest contests 
•with tho legislative branch of the 
government. Ills supporters lacked 
two votes of tho one-third to sustain 
a veto. Tho house had overthrown 
the veto by a margin of 52 votes over 
the required two-thirds majority.

One Lone Inez Worth a Hundred of the 


Chinless. 


The chlnlcss organizations of faddist pacifists 


had a shock nt a meeting of the Giirrctt Biblical 
Institute. Resolutions were being presented and 
afterward passed by 124 votes to l,~to make an 
Armenia and a yellow dog of the United States. 
Inez Traxler was not at all dlsmaycd'at tho large- 
ness of the majority. She refused to pledge op- 
position to war "regardless o£ conditions." 


It may bo an amazing thing that the vote was 


hot reversed but we have a peculiar condition of 
mind here In tho United States on tho peace and 
war question among some of our people. It has a 
•uper-religlous side bordering on zealotry and 
fanaticism—the fanaticism of fatalism. When the 
Children of Israel waxed rich and were having a 
bully tlm» -with tho flcahpots of Palestine, they 
•were easily enslaved. All tho prayers of the proph- 
ets did not nave them. "When Romo grow rich 
and lazy and Indifferent, Alaric and Attila and 
their hordes of barbarians swept ancient Rome 
and tho Rome of, tho early centuries of the Chris- 
tian era from the earth as a power and Barbar- 
ism reigned-for a thousand years. 


Burled are tho treasures of Egypt and all the 


manuscripts that would have told us of the early 
history of Christ and his followers, were burned 
up In the ashes of libraries by pagan and bar- 
baric hordes, because wealth and retreating chinn 
became popular, and thoiv were too proud to 
light. 


TVc do not suppose that Inez Traxlcr, the Gar- 


rett student, wants war any more than tho 124 
who voted for a non-defense program based on 
tho exaltation of the barefooted and G-strlnged 
Gandhi. We want world peace but ive are not 
going to get It by lying down like a whipped yol- 
-low cur at the feet of some one who Is still shak- 
ing hands with tho god Mars. There arc a num- 
ber of forces nt work In this country which we 
need to fight and one of tho worst Is tho under- 
ground borers who are endeavoring to destroy 
this government by stirring the women to combat 
war with non-defense propaganda. When It corny 
to keeping off the dogs It Is far better to bo a 
gout with horns, than a sheep. 


Wo cannot get away from the fact that wo 


made the homes of tho people who arc In this 
present opposition to war "no matter what the 
circumstances," with guns and ammunition and 
the nerve to handle both. Most of the Garrett 
students came from tho mlddlo west and here, 
had their own policy been carried out, tho land 
from Atlantic to Pacific would have been a howl- 
ing wilderness filled with savages. Instead of be- 
ing student* they would have been back In Eu- 
rope currying garbage from some feudal castle 
and not living In free America. Wo fought for 
the very freedom of expression the Gnrrctt stu- 
dents enjoy. 
Wo used muskets and-cannon and 


burled our sacrifices of soldiers and civilians to 
•ecure the land on which tho Garrett Institute Is 
located.. If they think it was unlawfully obtain- 
ed they might give It back to the descendants of 
tho Pottawotamies who massacred tho whites at 
Fort Dearborn. 


There were bravo women In those days—wom- 


en who tool: their places at tho pert holes and 
fired tho rifles fallen from the hands of dying 
husband and father—the Inez Traxlers ot that 
time. 
There were also skulking cowards with 


trembling fingers and shattered nerves, who did 
not want to fight. They wcro tho one* dragged 
out and given short shrift.

Molly Stark voting against war "regardless of 
any conditions?" 


War Is not going to be stopped that way. It will 


como through a long process of higher spiritual 
knowledge and a destruction of jealousy and greed 
and ambition to rule, and world covetousne.ss. And 
while doing that we shall prefer to be like the 
missionaries of tho early days—know where "Is 
my refuge and my defense" In a military post 
guarded with guns. Those pioneers of the Word 
of God were familiar with tho teachings of Jesus 
Christ but they also knew tho mechanism of a 
musket.

For some yearn, tho salmon ot Alaska have been 


in serious danger of becoming extinct. 
Salmon, 


once plentiful in the United States, have practi- 
cally disappeared from Atlantic waters, nnd also 
from the bays and rivers oC the Pacific coaat. 
Millions ot these, llsh arc still taken each year by 
Alaskan canners, but tho quantity ot the catch 
ia no sign that the Alaskan supply Is unlimited. 


On the contrary the speed with -which the flsh 


have been consumed'• has been a warning as to 
the ultimate fate ot the salmon In America—un- 
less something could be done. Tho chances were 
that our svramlehlldren would clnss tho salmon 
with buffalo steak, wild, turkey, and other historic 
delicacies of the western world. 
Regulations, cut 


down the salmon pack somewhat, but.the flsh 
continued to decrease. 


At last, however, the country is aroused to 


the danger of this Industry which Is a mainstay 
of Alaskan prosperity, nnd which furnishes ?30,- 
000,000 worth of food each year., Congress has 
rushcrt—with dignity, of course—to the rescue, 
In the nick of time. 
A bill designed to preserve 


tho Alaskan salmon for posterity has paused the 
house by a largo majority, and the measure has 
been favorably reported by the sonata by a sen- 
ate committee. President Coolldge and Secretary 
of ComnAorce Hopvor liavo urged congress to take 
action, as the situation can not bo met by exist- 
ing laws. 


The salmon requires unusual kinds of protection 


because it Is one of the most peculiar of fish. 
It possesses a homing instinct that Is morn ro- 
marknblc than that dlnpluycd by the homing pig- 
eon. Tiny salmon swim out ot the streams where 
they were spawned into great rivers or out'to tho 
ocean. 
For several day« they live In tho dnep 


waters. Then tho time comes for the adult flsh 
to spawn, and for this purpose tho salmon, wher- 
ever It may bo, returns to tho shallow stream 
from whence it originally camo. 
Tho salmon 


leaves only one brood of descendants. 
When tho 


ono nest of, eggs Is deposited the old fish die.

Flsh culturists have long wondered where the 


salmon stray during their years of wandering, and 
also how tho old flsh find their way homo. The 
homing power of the salmon has never been ex- 
plained, but by a tagging system the careers ot 
sonic salmon have hi)eir followed. 


Four thousand salmon wcro tagged in 1922 In 


ono experiment. 
The numbered aluminum tags 


were attached to the tails of the young flsh. Some 
wont out into the world to be swallowed by large 
fish. Some tagged fish wore undoubtedly caught, 
and the tags overlooked. 
Howards were offered 


for reporting tags In some unctions, but riot in 
others. 
But In time 3S per cent. 700 flsh. wore 


reported recaptured cither in the streams from 
which they came or elsewhere. 


Tho rovlngHomloncies ot sonic salmon were 


shown by the reports. Last October, tho. Bureau 
of Fisheries received a letter from Vladivostok.

Jt is a matter of great importance to tho gov- 


ernment to learn what the routes of the salmon 
are apt to be. Tho salmon returning io their 
spawning grounds pass In schools through narrow 
head waters and It is at such points that they have 
been most attacked. 


A law passed In 1906 gave the Secretary of Com- 


merce authority to prohibit the taking of salmon 
In an Alaskan stream or within 500 yards of the 
mouth of a stream, under certain conditions. The 
proposed legislation would extend " the 
govern- 


ment's protection to all Alaskan waters and out to 
tho throe mile limit. Acting on the authority thus 
given him, the Secretary of Commerce can es- 
tablish detailed regulations for fishing in the 
different rivers and bays. 
If large numbers of 


llsh travel In certain routes and iC the returning 
fish arc being caught too rapidly at certain points 
rules will be needed to nt those localities. 


Once the salmon from a particular stream are 


destroyed altogether, there will bo no more' (tali 
laying eggs In that stream, because other salmon 
will return only to their own homo waters. The 
stream can be. artificially restocked, but the gov- 
ernment is anxious to avoid this tedious and un- 
certain process.

The pending legislation prohibits tho taking of 


moro than one-half oC the salmon. It IB believed 
that this would Insure 
nufflcient 
reproduction. 


VS'hlle it may no em Impossible that the govern- 
ment can estimate whether one salmon goes free 
for every salmon that is caught, Henry O'.Malley, 
commissioner of the Bureau of Fisheries, ex- 
plains that such estimates can he made for differ- 
ent localities with reasonable exactness. 


Tho Bureau has already counted the salmon 


that swim up two Alaskan rivers. A weir built 
across tho river prevents tho (Ish from pawsing 
except through a narrow channel. A man with 
a counting arrangement Is stationed at this point 
to count the flsh as they go by. As many .IB 53,- 
000 flsh have been counted by ono. ot those men 
in a single day. The escapement for a year was 
1,350,000 in one river. The ash are counted as ' 
they return to the home stream. 
Tho tiny llsh 


swimming out to sea could not bo satisfactorily 
counted. 


The salmon protection bill would make it un- 


lawful to take salmon during 36 hours of each 
week. It does away with the policy of granting 
fishing permits to a limited number of persons in 
certain areas, and it states specifically that no 
citizen shall be denied the right to take llsh In 
waters where fishing is permitted. 
There has 


been a good deal of controversy as to rights and 
privileges of salmon,canners. 
Different methods 


of trapping and netting have been criticized by 
rival factions. There has been considerable ob- 
jection to the permit system, which was establish- 
ed on two reservations as a temporary measure In 
order to limit tho number o£ operators and 
to 


limit their catch. 


In Its report on tho bill, the senate committee 
said: 


"This act is not perfect It does not wholly sat- 


isfy anybody. \V'o are sure, however, that It Is a 
very substantial movo in the right direction, 
at 


it can bo passed nnd ample provision modo to 
carry it out, the Alaska fisheries will be perma- 
nently maintained." 


The government's attempt during tho past few 


years to cut down ths catc:h In reservation areas 
succeeded to some extent locally. In those areas 
tho pack ot salmon for 192S was about 22 per 
cent less than the pack of 1922. But In unregis- 
tered areas tho 1923 pack exceeded that of 1822 
by 47 percent. Commissioner O'Malley stated In 
this connection, "No further argument would 
soem necessary as to the need for some form of 
control."
